When the house opened Hon. C. R. 
Mitchell explained that @n error in 
classification had been made in the 
public accounts as read by Captain 
Campbell Thursday when the traveling 
expenses of the Edmonton and Calgary 
registrars were given as $2,021.05 and 
$4,342.50 respectively. These should 


have been divided under “general” 
expenses, 

The Edmonton registrar had no 
traveling expenses, the treasurer 


| showed, the entire amount being spent 
fin express, telegrams, telephones, etc. 
Registrar Forbes of Calgary had actual 
traveling expenses of $1,168.35, this 
being made necessary by reason of the 
registrar's position at Edmonton being 
vacant for a portion of 1918 and a 
supervision thereby required from 
Registrar Forbes.

Says Friction Arises 

Jas. Weir charged that friction had 
been developed in the department of 
education by the advancement of 
“favorites” over the heads of capable 
officials of long service with the gov- 
ernment. 

In reply to Dr. J. 8S. Stewart, the 
minister of education said there was 
no system of seniority in the appoint- 
ment of school inspectors. He pointed 
out that practically 8 out of 11 new 
inspectors were, or would be, return- 
ed men. Such selections were main_ 
ly from university graduates with 
good qualifications, 

W. M. Davidson doubted that mere 
university gtanding was sufficient 
qualification for general school in- 
spection. Practical. knowledge was 
also highly essential. Women inspec- 
tors might well supervise some of the 
primary work in schools. 

Mrs. L. McKinney emphasized the 
need of greater attention to special- 
izing in primary education, viewing 
with apprehension the fact that euch 
primary specialists were almost un- 
obtainable in Canada. 

Replying to Mr. Davidson, the 
minister of education said that two 
of the new inspectors were not uni- 
versity experts but were men with 
good records in reading. To Mrs, 'Mc- 
Kinney he pointed out that teachers 
were being specially trained for pri- 
mary work in the province but agreed 
that this branch of education erndeav- 
or could be vastly improved. 

Regretted Allusions 

Meeting assertions of Jas. Weir, 
Hon. Mr, Smith deplored that the 
names of influential officials of the 
department had been dragged into 
the discussion of the house. The of- 
ficials themselves deeply regretted 
that these incidents had taken place 
and couud not help but feel that an 
expression of this form of friendship 
was injurious inthe extreme. Mr 
Smith declared that the rumors of 
discontent which had evidently come 
to the ears of the members for Nan- 
ton had no foundation in fact. He

London, April 4.—(C.A/P. Despatch 
From Reuter)—Sir Ernesy tfhakle- 
ton, who ‘has lately returned from 
Murmansk and Archangel, interview- 
ed by Reuter’s said the position of 
the allies northern forces was un- 
doubtedly an anxious one. The Bol- 
shevists were well equipped, well or- 
ganized, and largely outnumbered the 
allies. Hence both the Murmanek 
and Archangel fronts were in danger. 

It was not merely a question of sav- 
ing our own troops, for half a million 
people had thrown in thelr lot with 
us, Sonsequently there was a moral 
obligation to take definite action. An

PLEAS MADE 
FOR LIQUOR TO 
COMBAT ‘FLU’ 


Telegram Is Presented from Hill- 
crest District in Legislature 
Last Night 


While the pubifc accounts com- 
mittee of the legislature is probing 
exhaustively into the conduct of the 


government liquor vendor's store as 


been allowed to get into circulation 
round about the cities, outlying dis- 
tricts in sections of the province are 
begging for liquor for use in combat- 
ting fresh and severe waves of the ‘flu 
epidemic. 

In the house Friday night, J. G. 
Turgeon, member for Ribstone, read 
a telegram along this line of appeal 
from M. S. Johnson of the municipal- 
ity of Hillcrest, near Metiskow, in 
which the outbreak of influenza was 
reported to be serious and beyond the 
power of resident doctors to cope with. 
The epidemic is apparently spread 
vver the districts of Metiskow, Hugh- 
enden and Provost and the telegram 
pointed out in urgent terms that medi- 
cal assistance was inadequate and 
therefore an apepal was made for a 
case of liquor to be sent down for dis- 
tribution by the municipality. 

Mr. Turgeon assured the house that 
he was not casting any reflection on 
the medical fraternity but he felt sure 
the house would concede the Hquor 
act to be unfair to people in districts 
remote from druggists and doctors. 
This was a case where people were 
dying and there was a possibility that 
liquor would save lives if available, 


Had Similar ests 
-pdleane oat to 


¢ house Pp vould 
not be complied with under the pro- 
visions of the liquor’act. He said he 
had’ received similar requests from 
post masters and others in outlying 
settlements during the last few days. 
But it was impossible to send out 
liquor in this manner unless there be 
medical assistance to take the res- 
ponsibility of prescribing and helping 
in distribution. However, Mr. MacKay 
assured Mr. Turgeon that he was al- 
ready in touch with the situation In 
the southeast districts and a doctor 
would be sent from Calgary to Metis- 
kow Saturday. He went on to state 
that 600 cases of ‘flu were reported in 
the Alliance district, where four nurses 
had been dispatched by the depart- 
ment, and that Lacombe also reported 
many cases and seven deaths within 
ten days. Four deaths had taker. place 
in the Ribstone constituency. 

Dr, State referred to the fact that 
alcohol was recognized by most medi- 
cal men as a highly valuable ald in 
fighting pneumonia and influenza, yet 
doctors in districts remote from towns 
and citles where drug stores were 
situated found it almost impossible to 
obtain alcohol. i 

Mr. Turgeon thought the Mquor act 
was most discriminatory under its ex- | 
isting terms when, based on the pro- 
position that liquor was to be avail- 
able as medicine, fully one-half the 
people of the province were unable to 
obtain apy in time of stress. 

In this same connection the sugges- 
tion was made by E. H. Prudden of 
Stettler that, until such time as the 
Mquor act may be amended to relieve 
situations of this nature, Mquor might | 
be sent out to these outlying settle- 
ments in charge of a provincial police- 
man who could supervise its distribu- 
tion in extreme cases. 

The discussion of school estimates 
was continued and votes in connection 
with the inspectors were made. 

A charge by ‘G. Hoadley that school 
inspectors were used as political or- 
ganizers brought,a warm rejoinder 
from Hon. J. R. Boyle.

AT PROVOST 
CLOSES SCHOOL 


Seventy Cases of the Disease Are 
Reported—Prominent Citi- 
zens Dead 


The Spanish influenza has paid its 
second visit to Provost. The first cases 
about two weeks ago in Mr. Farquhar- 
son's family. Two of the lady teachers 
Miss Hetherington and Miss Grieg, 
were practically the first down. Mrs. 
Robb and Mr. C. EF. Rogers substituted 
but a day and a half later the school 
was closed by the health board, Mean- 
while, the attendance had become very 
meagre. The disease spread rapidly. 
Within three or four days seventy 
cases were reported. Very few fam- 
ies seem to have escaped it entirely, 
though in the majority of cases it was 
probably the ordinary influenza or 
grippe. However, there were about 
half a dozen serious cases. Mr. A. R. 
MacArthur, ledger-keeper of the Bank 
of Commerce, died last Saturday. His 
death was a real shock to all the 
townspeople, for in the words of the 
local paper, he was robably ‘‘the 
best-loved man in Provost." The Pres- 
byterian choir thus loses its chief sup- 
port and the cause of church unton 
one of its most vigorous champions, 
Frank Bowler, brother of Vincent 
Bowler, of Eye Hill, died on Monday. 
But saddest of all is the loss of two 
of the three young children of Oliver 
Bmith, north of town. No cases as 
far as is known are reported from 
Hayter or Cadogan.

Blé BULK Of 
ANIMALS OULD 


Of Total Sales, $42,520, This 
Type Responsible for 
$26,175 


Over $40,000 worth of cattle chang- 
ed hands through the medium of the 
Edmonton. bull sale. The exact 
amount of the sale was $42,520 for 214 
head bringing the average to a trifle 
under $200. This included all breeds, 
males and females, and all ages. Dur- 
ing the Friday morning selling, the de- 
mand was not so brisk and the crowd 
had very materially dwindled from 
Thursday afternoon, but this was no 
doubt due to the fact that only young 
bulls were to be sold on Friday morn- 
ing and only those interested in young 
stock were present. 

Shorthorns were the big offering of 
the sale, and some good animals were 
sold, The prices were very fair for 
Some of the 
bulls were poor quality and brought 
down the general average, but where 
there was a good animal, the bidding 
was keen. In the Shorthorn breed, 125 
bulls were sold for a total of $26,175 
or an average of $209.40. Five Short- 
horn females sold for $1,440 or an av- 
erage of $288, and a couple of these 
had calf at foot. 

The demand for dairy stock was not 
keen, and the prices varied according- 
ly. The stock offered was not particu- 
larly tempting however. Three Hol- 
stein bulls sold for $240 or an average 
of $80; one Ayrshire bull sold for $75 
and one Red Polled for $160. A couple 
of Jerseys were offered but-were with- 
drawn, A resume of the sale shows 
that 44 Angus bulls sold for $7,170; 
84 Hereford bulls for $7,015; 1 Here 
ford cow for $245; 126 Snorthorn bulls 
for $26,175; 6 Shorthorn cows for 
$1,440; 1 Ayrshire bull for $75; 1 Red 
Polled bull for $166; 3 Holstein bulls 
for $240. 

It was a sign of a very healthy con- 
dition of affairs among Alberta breed- 
ers, that where men were selling stock 
of their own breeding, they brought 
good prices and very uniform prices. 
In the case of Angus McDonnell of 
St. Albert, who has taken the top 
price for several years in the yearlings, 
although he was beaten out for top 
price this year, his average price was 
high and it was a Rayalta bred bull 
that topped the market in the two- 
year-old class. This bull “Kilblean 
Champion" was exhibited by Wm, Ball 
and sold for $500. 
McDonnell. Ali the hulls he was sell- 
ing this year, were his own breeding. 

Another instance of this was George 
Uren of Bremner, He sold 6 bulls, all 
under one year at an average of $190. 
They were all of .his own breeding 
and mostly from his stock bull ‘'To- 
field Laird.” 

The aged bulls that sold cheap went 
for most part to foreigners, and this 
is as it should be also, since these peo- 
ple are just breaking into the pure- 
breds, and they will get a couple years’ 
service out of the bulls, where they 
would not understand how to develop 


able valuable education from the de- 
velopment of their herds by the use of 
these purebred sires, 

The sale on the whole was rmost sat- 
isfactory. So carefully, and so long 
continue to ac- 


ing to be kept low. But the fact that

ORDER COVERING 
GAR OF LIQUO 


Original Document Accepting Re- 
sponsibility for Liquor from 
N. Bell Liquors Produced 


Any doubt as to the authorization 
and method of shipment of liquor 
froin the Nat Bell warehouse tn Sas- 
katoon to the Capital Wine and Spirit 
company’s warehouse in Edmonton 
last November, was definitely remov- 
ed in evidence given the public ac- 
counts committee of the legislature 
Friday morning. 

Harry Fidler, excise officer of 
inland revenue department in this city, 
testified to the committee that he was 
first informed of the arrival of the 
car load of alcohol in the city on No- 
vember $th, 1918, by the presentation 
of a bill of lading by Mr. Sugarman, 
of the Nat Bell Co., tliis biil of laaing 
indicating that a car containing 38 
barrels of alcohol had been sent under 
bond from the Bell warehouse in Sas- 
katoon with instructions to notify the 
government chief inspector, F. G. 
Forster. Mr. Fidler swore that he at 
once communicated with Mr. Forster 
over the telephone and received in- 
structions to release the car to Mr. 
Sugarman upon the excise charges be- 
ing paid by Sugarman. Mr. Forster 
went on to inform the excise officer 
that nine barrels of the thirty-eight 
were to go to the government's liquor 
warehouse. Mr. Fidler said 
not know that four barrels were mis- 
sing since duty to the sum of $5,241.89 
was pald by Mr. Sugarman on the en- 
tire shipment without protest. 

When again examined by Hon, A. G. 
MacKay Mr. Forster identified 
order which he had given Sugarman 
authorizing the shipment of the alco- 
hol to Edmonton, this order being ex- 
effect—on one of the departmental 
letter heads:— 


Edmonton, Oct. 31, 1918. 
“To Whom it May Concern: 

“This is to certify that I have 
this day purchased the stock of 
alcohol in bond at Saskatoon from 
the Nat Bell Liquors, Ltd. 

“These goods are for immediate 
shipment to me at Edmonton, Al- 
berta, for use in the Alberta Gov- 
ernment ldAquor store. 

“EF. F. FORSTER, 
“Alta. Govt. Liquor Vendor's 
“Trust Account.”

JOHN SPARGO ON 
“THE ONE BIG UNION.” 

In his book, “Syndicalism, industrial 
Unionism and Socialism,” John Spar- 
g0, the well known American Socilist 
writer, has a criticism regarding the 
formation of the L. W. W., which is of 
peculiar interest at thie time. Part 
of the crit! 
plied to the 
agitation, we have reproduced be- 
low 8 ‘s own words: 

“The ideal of the I. W, W. t# thus 
accurately enough exprested in the 
popues watchword, ‘one big union.’ 

is ig not, of itdelf, contrary to the 
ordinary trade union ideal, It is as 
old as trade unionism itself. Students 
of the history of Englah trade union- 
ism will recall many attempts at tts 
realization. It was heard in 1828. In 
1884 the cry was for ‘industriel amal- 
gamation,’ and ea bold and eerious at- 
tempt was made to unite all the work- 
ers employed im the seven different 
bufiding trades into one National 
Bullderw union instead of seven creft 
luniona. Tn 1844 and again in 1868 a 
similar effort was made to form one 
great union of miners, In the same 
period repeated efforts were made to 
unite all workers tn the iron trades. 
The idea was preachd by men like 
William Newton, who founded the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers 
and is indicated by the name he gave 
that society.

In the announcement of C. N. 


R. branches to be built this year 
under government control, men- 
tion was made of the St. Paul de 
but not of the Whitecourt 
branch. Every one will rejoice if 
the state of siege in which the 
people of the numerous settle- 
ments radiating from St. Paul de 
Metis have existed during the 
past five or six years is to be suc- 
ceeded by conditions of progress, 
the result of much needed railway 
extension. But the claims of the 
settlers on the Whitecourt branch 
are even stronger than those of! 
the St. Paul de Metis settlers. The 
©. N. R. Grande Prairie branch 
was aided by the provincial gov- 
ernment. The bonds were sold. 
The road was graded from Ono- 
way to Whitecourt in the years 
1911 and 1912. Settlers pushed in- 
to the country in the expectation 
of early railway facilities. 

While the St. Paul de Metis 
country is largely prairie, the 
country along the railway route 
to Whitecourt is largely wooded. 
It is obvious that the man who un- 
dertakes to clear up a wooded or} 
brushy homestead in the expecta- 
tion of railway facilities, is worse 
off when the railway fails him| 
than the man who took up prairie 
land. The man on the wooded 
homestead, of necessity puts capi- 
tal and labor into the improve- 
ment of his land that the prairie 
settler does not. And in a wooded | 
country the question of roads is 
a tremendously more serious mat- 
ter than under prairie conditions. 
Twenty miles from a railway in 
a wooded country may easily be 
further in time and expense of 
travel than 60 miles in a prairie 
country, especially in these days 
of gas buggies. The location and 
area of settlement on the map 
does not show the difference be- 
tween the urgency of the need of 
the people for a railway in the 
one case and in the other. 

Rails were laid from Onoway 
to the Pembina at Sangudo, in 
1914, and have since been extend- | 
ed across the river. But the| 
grade from the Pembina to the 
Athabasca at Whitecourt has 
lain unused and deteriorating ever | 
since 1912. There are not less) 
than twelve homesteaded town- 
ships beyond the Pembina, adja- 
cent to the railway route. What) 
the failure of the railway during | 
the six years since 1912 has meant 
to these settlers in disabilities and | 
discouragement would be hard to 
describe. 

Just across the Athabasca from 
Whitecourt is a splendid timber 
limit, which could and would be 
worked if the railway were there 
to take away the lumber. If the 
steel were at Whitecourt, it would 
be possible for pioneers to push 
further north-westerly along the 
proposed railway route to Grande 
Prairie. But with ‘the end of 
steel fifty miles away, there is 
little encouragement for a further 
extension of effort into the wilds. 

It is worthy of mention that 
from the homesteads in this par- 
ticular section there went over- 
seas probably a larger proportion 
of the population as volunteers 
than from any other section of 
equal area and population in the 
west. This is surely not a reason 
why railways should be pushed 
in other portions of the country 
and neglected here. From every 
point of view, the claims of the 
country west of the Pembina to 
the immediate fulfilment of the 
promises of railway facilities he'd 
out to the settlers there is desir- 
able and should be the subject of 
action by the government that 
has assumed full responsibility in 
the matter.

Ottawa, April 4—On Wednesday the 
government passed an order-in-counell 
amending the order known as the or-/| 
der respecting enemy language publi- 
cation. This order removes from the 
category of enemy language publica- 
tions those printed in the language of 
countries which have been at differ- 
ent times under enemy control includ- 
ing among others, the Roumanian, 
Russian, Ukranian, Finnish, Esthon- 
jan, Crostlan and Livonian languages. 
The only publications which will in 
future be subject to this order-in- 
council are those printed in German, 
Hungarian, Bulgarian and Turkish 
languages. 

Un@er the former order-in-council 
all periodical publications printed in 
enemy languages were forbidden ad- 
mission into or circulation in Canada, 
except under license. In future, ac- 
cording to the new order-in-council, 
periodical literature will be placed on 
an equality with books which contain | 
no objectionable matter and if they 
are exclusively of a literary, scientific, 
legal, religioue or artistic character, 
they will be permitted to be printed in 
or imported into Canada. All such | 
publications, however, are to be sub-| 
ject to the approval of the secretary 
of state and provision is made in the 
order-in-council for the transmission | 
to the chief press censor of samples | 
of all enemy language publications | 
printed in or imported Into Canada! 
before their circulation. |

Proposal to Eliminate Sex Dis- 
tinction Defeated by 302 
to 187 


Paris, April 4—-The chamber of 
deputies considered the electoral re- 
form bill yesterday, two women suf- 
frage amendments being submitted. 
The first was presented by Henri 


| Roulleaux-Dugage, and provided that 


members of the chamber would be 
elected without distinction of sex. 
This was defeated on the ground that 
there were insufficient grounds for 
disoussion, the yote being 202 to 187. 
The second amendment was submitted 
provided for 
the transmission of the right to vote 
to the next relatives of heads of fam- 
ilies without distinction of sex. It was 
pointed out that it would ensure fam- 
ily representation and was needed be- 
cause many heads of families had been 
killed during the war. It was defeat- 
ed by a vote of 335 to 134. President 
Paul Deschanel ruled that a motion 
by Maurice Raymond, former min- 
ister to the colonies, asking for a dis- 
cussion today of the report of Henry 
Franklin on the disarmament of Ger- 
many was out of order, M. Raymond 
then withdrew his motion.

| dispersal staff is equipped to handle 

these men at the rate of from 180 to} 
200 men per hour, This means that! 
each man will enter the barrier with | 
all his equipment, will pass in turn be- |

| sentative, the paymaster, discharge | 
officer, be issued with his war service | 
| badge, discharge certificate and re-| 
jceive his transportation from the! 

Then in case of a| 
large party the local passenger agents | 
will be there to exchange his war-| 
}rant for the necessary tickets and | 
; berth, and a branch bank will be lo-/| 
cated in one of the rooms nearby to 
} supply him with cash for his cheque. 

)} The staff ts sufficiently large to pass 
the men through this procedure at 
the rate of three per minute. If the 
men all came direct to the armories 
on their arrival in town, or in the case 
of the night train, by 9 o’clock the, 
following morning, they would be very | 
}promptly dealt with and the work of | 
| dispersal would be lightened, Unfor- | 
tunately this very rarely happens and | 
the offenders are usually—not the 
soldiers——but their friends and rela- 
tives. They are warned that the men | 
ace coming, they meet them at the! 
train and take them away to their | 
j}homes with the comfortable assur- | 
ance that any time will d» for report- | 
ing ine armortes, The soldier's | 
documents are held for the whole of | 
the day on which he arrives 
and usually throughout the second 
day. If by then he has not turned up | 
he is posted as being “absent without 
|leave,”’ and his documents are passed | 
from the dispersal station to another 
department, He cannot then be dealt 
with in the manner outlined above, 
and his discharge becomes more than 
likely a matter of days, His docu- 
ments will have been forwarded to 
district headquarters at Calgary, and 
will have to be wired for when he de- 
cides to report. Parties are follow- 
ing one another so closely just now 
that it is impossible for the dispersal 
staff to hold a man's documents over 
indefinitely, amd overlapping of par- 
ties is the one thing to be avoided 
from dispersal point of view. 

It is well understood how anxious 
the relatives are to have their boys 
| back again and to meet them the mo- 
ment they arrive, and such a meeting 
ennnot be passed over in a moment, 
lt is not the desire of the military au- 
{thorities to prevent or delay such 
meetings, but the work of dispersal 
has to be carried out as soon as pos- | 
sible, after the arrival of a party. 

Friends and reltives of returned | 
men could vitally assist both their | 
|men folk and the department if, in- | 
stead of rushing them off home they | 
would bring them down to the arm- 
ories at once, The staff there have | 
|known of the progress of the party 
from the day of their landing and are | 
|ready to disperse them at the actual | 
|time of arrival of the train in Edmon- | 
ton. The system in use proved its 
worth in the demobilization of the} 
49th battalion, 1nd with many par- 
ties since, and friends who come into 
the building with the troops will have 
|but a short time to wait until their 
\soldier is returmed to them free from 
any further military obligations,

OVER MILLION 
QUARTS LIQUOR 
SOLD IN ONTARIO 


Toronto, April 4—Since Ontario 
went under prohibition in September, 
1916, and up to March 1 of this year, 
over 1,000,000 quarts of liquor have 
been sold under physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, by the legal vendors, under the 
Ontario Temperance act.
